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ABSTRACT 

This report provides data concerning the 
racial/ethnic composition of Michigan's elementary and secondary 
public school students and staff. The data on students were obtained 
bv asking teachers to estimate the racial/ethnic compositions of 
their classrooms, utilizing the categories American Indian, black, 

American, latino, and white. Information presented in the 
report includes (1) ethnic distribution of public school students 
from 1970-71 to 1975-76; (2) number of students by ethnic group by 
school building level (elementary, junior high, high school, and 
other) in 197U-75 and 1975-76: (3) geographical location of minority 
students: (U) racial separation of students by building level and 
between districts; (5| comparison of minority composition of student 
and staff populations: and (6) ethnic composition of students and 
professional instructional staff in each of Michigan's school 
districts. (GO

is for the year 1976-77 and not 1975-76 as indicated. 
However, the analysis prior to page 20 is based on 
data for the years 1974-75 and 1975-76 as indicated 
in this publication. 

Table XI on p. 12 shows the total number of students 
for Flint as 4,266. This number should read 40,266. 

Three districts where the percentage of Black students 
exceeds 85 percent were inadvertently included in 
Table XII on pp. 14-17. By definition this table 
should include districts where the percentage of 
Black students is between 15 and 85 percent.

Foreword 



Equality of educational opportunity is a primary goal of the State Board of Education and 
Michigan Department of Education. One aspect of equality of educational opportunity is bringing about 
quality integrated schooling.

Council. The Council represents a broad cross-section of the Michigan community and provides the 
State Board of Education with invaluable reactions and suggestions regarding matters related to equality 
of educational opportunity. 

All of these efforts by the State Board of Education and the Michigan Department of Education 
proceed from a firm data base. The ^'School Racial-Ethnic Census*^ is a ^jor source of data utilized by 
the State Board and Department in their efforts to achieve equality . educational opportunity. The 
'"School Racial-Ethnic Census" provides the reader with information critical to planning the general 
placement and movement of students and staff in our public schools. 

The ''School Racial-Ethnic Census** is a biannual publication of the Department of Education. 
Its conception lies in the Joint Policy Statement entered into by the State Board of Education and 
Michigan Civil Rights Commission in 1966. 

It is our hope that this information can provide a basis for decision-making at both the state and 
local levels which will help move us closer to the goal of equality of opportunity in education. It is urged 
that educators, citizens, and parents utilize these findings in order to move toward the opportunity, and 
toward the greater goal of human understanding. 

Many people throughout the S31 local and intermediate school districts in this state — 
administrators, teachers, and students — contributed their time and skills to making this report possible. 
In addition, professionals in Research and Data Processing located in the Department of Education 
added their talents and skills. 

Particular recognition is extended to Ms. Nancy Wing, Research Analyst, Office of Equal 
Educational Opportunity, Michigan Department of Education, who had primary responsibility for 
analyzing ar.d interpreting the data, and Ms. Barbara Worthington, secretary, who spent countless hours 
typing drafts of informational figures and charts.

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INTRODUCTION 



The purposes of the School Racial Ethnic Census. 1974-75 and 1975-76 are: (I) to assist in the 
attainment of the goal of equality of educational opportunity without discrimination because of race, 
color, or national origin: (2) to aid the State Board of Education in its efforts toward elimination of racial 
isolation and in implementation of the Board^s policy, . . . that all local boards of education should 
take steps to prevent and eliminate racial segregation/ and (3) to provide clear, concise and 
understandable information about the racial-ethnic composition of Michigan schools to the public and to 
governmental agencies so that they may better be able to approach the problem of racial isolation in 
education and the proposed solutions to that problem with reason. 

One caution must be observed by the reader of this report. In the hope of providing reasonable 
accurate data without infringing upon the privacy of the students and their parents, data for this report 
were obtained by asking Michigan's public school teachers to estimate the racial-ethnic compositions of 
their classrooms. The accuracy of the data is therefore dependent upon the knowledge of the teachers 
concerning the racial-ethnic backgrounds of their students. The defmitions teachers were asked to use in 
identifying students are presented along with defmitions of other terms in the following sections of this 
report. The data is obtained annually as part of the Fourth Friday Count, 

The report is composed of six sections following the Introduction: Principal Findings, Distribution 
of Public School Students, Geographical Location of Minority Students, Racial Separation of Students, 
Professional Staff Racial-Ethnic Data, and District Data.

An additional indicator is that in most metropolitan areas, the proportion of Black students is high in the 
core city district compared to the surrounding districts. This indicates racial separation between districts 
exists, as well as within-district separation. 

Historical Trends of Racial Separation of Students 

Since 1971. there has been a significant decrease in number of White students attending predominately 
White schools. In 1971-72, 22.6 percent of all White students were in buildings that were composed of 95 
percent or more White students. This dropped to only 6.9 percent in 1975-76 which suggests an 
improvement because of significantly fewer White students in "predominately White" schools. This is 
not true for Black students where very little progress ht»s occurred in the decrease of Black students in 
"predominately Black" schools. Also the isolation of Black students in predominately Black schools is 
greater than it is for Whites. In 1971-72. 50.0 percent of Black students attended predominately Black 
schools and in 1975-76 the percentage was 48.8 — a decrease of only 1.2 percent. 

Minority Staff 

In 1975-76 there was a state total of 94.856 professional staff members of which 8.793 or 9.3 percent were 
identified as minorities. The previous year. 1974-75. there were more total teachers and 10.0 percent 
were minorities which is slightly higher. 

A comparison between minority staff and minority students shows an under-representation for staff; i.e. 
the minority percentage for staff is much lower than the minority percentage for students. 
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II 

Distribution of Public School Students 



The historical background of the distribution of students in Michigan public schools by racial and 
ethnic groups for 1970-71 through 1975-76 is shown in Table 1. For the years this report addresses 
(1974-75 and 1975-76). White students were by far the most numerous group in Michigan public schools, 
followed by Black students. Latino students. American Indian students, and Asian American students. 
It should be observed that while the total student population has decreased by 4.6 percent during this 
six-year period and the White student population has also decreased, all of the non-white ntcial groups 
show increases. The largest percentage increase appears in the American Indian student population* and 
the smallest increase occurs in the Black student population; these increases were 204.8 percent and 5.8 
percent respectively. Part VI provides racial information for each public school district. 

Reclal Ethnic Groups by School Building Level 

Table 11 presents data for racial ethnic groups by school building level for 1974-75 and 1975-76. In 
each year, there appears to be a trend toward ? proportionate decrease in the percentage of minority 
students to the total population as the grade level increases. The most stri' ing decreases occur in the 
Black student population. For example, in 1975-76. 17.0 percent of all elementary students were Black, 
while only 14.0 percent of the students in junior high and 1 1 .2 percent of high school students were 
Black. Currently, schools are collecting information on the racial distribution of students who drop out of 
school. This information should provide the Michigan Department of Education with an indication as to 
the extent to which the drop-out rate is related to this phenomenon. 



Of particular interest is the high percentage of Black students in the category labeled "other." In 
1975-76, 25.3 percent of the students in the "other" category were Black, while Blacks made up only 
14.8 percent of the total student population for the entire state. More than 50 percent of the buildings 
where the students in the "other" category attend school are buildings exclusively for special education 
students. Thus, there is a high probability that the racial distribution of special education students differs 
from the total student population with the greatest difference being attributed to a high nu'nber of Black 
special education students. 



*MDE sources indicate that much of this increase is due to increased accuracy in the identificatio • of American Indian student 
rather than to an actual population increase.

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Geographical Location of Minority Students 



Analysis of the geographical distribution of minority students involves examining districts both in 
terms of size of the minority student population as well as relative concentration of these students (i.e.. 
percent in district). Information about the minority student population reflective of these two dimensions 
can provide a useful basis in planning for the distribution of resources. Table HI ranks Michigan public 
school districts based on numbers of racial minority students. At the top of the list is Detroit with 
191,530 minority students or 52.7 percent of all minority students in the state. An asterisk indicates those 
districts which, in addition to reflecting a large number of minority students, also have minority student 
populations exceeding 50 percent of the total student population. Table IV lists all districts which exceed 
50% minority students.

Racial Separation of Students 

Part III provided information showing the location of minority students in Michigan. An additional 
means of gaining an understanding of the racial mix in Michigan's public schools is by examining the 
racial separation of students. Separation occurs not only within school districts, but also between 
districts. Within-district racial separation is the most familiar and simply refers to concentration of any 
racial group within school buildings. In effect, such a building can be labeled as racially identifiable. 
Between-district separation is associated with the trend of White families moving from the city to the 
suburbs. Thus, racial separation between districts is most likely to occur between central cities and their 
suburbs. It should be noted that fifty-seven districts in Michigan in 1975-76 had an enrollment of more 
than 15 percent minority students. 

Racial Saparation of Students Within District 

There are several different measures which can be applied in examining racial separation of 
students within districts. These include: 1) attendance at predominately minority schools, 2) racial 
impaction, and ?) racial isolation. 

I. Attendance at predominately minority schools by minority students is a form of within-district 
separation. These schools are often defined as buildings which exceed a specific percentage of minority 
students. The extent of this form of racial separation in Michigan public schools is presented in Tables V 
through X* 

Each table makes use of the following percentage of minority student ranges: 

1. Less than .01% minority students 

2. .01 — 4.99? minority students 
3^ 5.0 — 24.9% 

4. 25.0 — 49.9% 

5. 50.0 — 74.9% 

6. 75.0 — 94.9% 

7. 95.0 — 99.9% 

8. 100% minority students 

Table V shows that in 1975-76, 61 .8 percent of the total school reporting units contained less than five 
percent minority students. Such schools can be referred to as majority White schools. At the other end of 
the spectrum 5.5 percent of the total reporting units in the state contained 95 percent or more minority 
students. This pattern of racial separation by school building is much more pronounced at the elementary 
building level where there are 6.3 percent of the elementary schools at the 95 percent minority level as 
compared to only 2.4 percent of the senior high schools.

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Table VI presents the number and percentages of students who were enrolled in schools of varying 
racial composition. The first ten columns show the number and percentages of minority students enrolled 
in the various building levels and the defined percentage ranges, while the last two columns show the 
number of percentages of all students by these ranges of racial composition. 

Table VI shows that in 1975-76. 1. 185 .792 students or 60.5 percent of all Michigan public schoo'. 
students, attended majority white schools (less than .05 percent minority enrollment). On the other hand. 
153.287 minority students or 42.2 percent of all minority students in Michigan public schools were 
enrolled in 1975-76 in schools of 95 percent or more minority students.

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Racial separation of Black students. Tables VII and VIlI provide information on racial separation 
for Black students only. Table VIII indicates that there are 143 J 66 or 46.4 percent of all Black students 
enrolled in predominately Black schools. There are 198 or 5.0 percent of all buildings where enrollment 
of Black students exceeds 95 percent. Of these buildings, 151 are elementary schools. Among school 
levels there are differences: Black elementary students are the most separated with 51.1 percent 
attending predominately Black schools; 47.0 percent of Black junior high students and 35.6 percent of 
high school students attend this type of school.

Racial impaction is a condition existing when a school building enrolls minority students in 
excess of an arbitrarily determined percent. The following data gives the number of racially impacted 
districts and the number of school buildings containing 50 percent or more minority students for 1975-76.

3. Racial Isolation is a condition existing when the racial composition of minority students in 
particular buildings fails to reflect the racial composition of enrollment for the entire district. The 
Michigan State Board of Education recently adopted guidelines which will use this measure to identify 
racial isolation in schools. Specifically, the new criteria state that racial isolation will be considered to 
exist when either one of the following occurs: 

1. The percentage of the student enrollment in any individual racial category for any one building 
varies more than 15 percent above or below the student percentage for that racial category m the 
district as a whole. Separate percentages must be computed for elementary and secondary 
buildings. 

2. The racial composition of staff in a single building varies more than 125 percent above or 75 
percent below the racial category percentages of the faculty in the district as a whole. 

For the years of this repot, the application of this measure is not available for the Michigan 
student population. 

Racial Separation of Students Between Districts 

While separation between districts is a more recent phenomenon than separation within a district, 
the end result is the same — racial isolation of minority students. Measures of between-district 
separation are not as abundant as within-district measures. Although lacking in certain precise qualities, 
one means of examining this type of separation is the comparison of a metropolitan district with the total 
districts in the same county. Table XI shows for each county containing a metropolitan district the 
proportion of total students. White studems, and minority students who attend school m the metropolitan 
district. Examination of this data shows that there are varying degrees of difference between the 
proportion of White studems and the proportion of minority students who attend schools in the 
metropolitan district. The trend seems to be that a significantly larger proportion of Black studems are m 
the metropolitan district as compared to the entire county. 

Looking at specific areas, only a small difference is noted between minority percemage and total 
percentage in the area of Ann Arbor and Washtenaw County. This would indicate very little racial 
separation between the metropolitan district and the surrounding county. In contrast. Wayne County 
with three metropolitan districts shows a large difference. There is only 20.0 percent of the county s 
White students in thess metropolitan districts and 92.5 percent for Black students, which indicates a high 
rate of racial separation.

Tabic XII provides data on selected Michigan school districts for the years 1971-72 up to 1975-76. 
This table includes those districts where the percentage of black students was between 15 and 85 percent 
for 1975-76. These districts were chosen because districts which are mainly White or Black would have a 
very low likelihood of racial separation. 

An examination of this table and the following summary indicates that signiflcant gains have been 
made between 1971 and 1975 in decreasing the racial separation of white students. In other words, there 
is a significant decrease in number of students in schools identified as predominately White*. Between 
1971 and 1975 the proportion of White students who attended "White" schools in these selected districts 
decreased from 22.6 percent to only 6.9 percent. For Black students in predominately Black buildings 
there was a very small decrease from 50.0 percent in 1971-72 to 48.8 percent in 1975-76. 

•A school identified as either predominately White or predominately Black is one when- students of that racial group make up 95 percent or more of 
the student population.

The 29 districts shown in Table XII can be classified by the presence and type of separation 
existing in that district. For purposes of analysis, these classiflctions are: 1) No separation, 2) Black 
separation only, 3) White separation only, and 4) Both Black and White separation. 

1) No separation which means there were no buildings either predominately White or 
predominately Black. For the 29 districts shown in Table XII, 14 of them fall into this category. 
In these districts, there were 77,085 students. 

2) Black separation only was found in only 2 districts containing a total of 6,908 students. In other 
words^ each o( these districts had one or more predominately Black buildings. 

3) y/tute separation only means the existence of at least one predominately White building. There 
were five such districts containing a total of 56,107 students. 

4) Black and White separation refers to a district containing both predominately White and 
predominately Black buildings. A total of 369,568 students were contained in 8 districts 
classified in this manner. 



Half of these districts which have a Black student population between 15 percent and 85 percent 
have no racially separated schools. Further, these districts are evenly distributed along the range of 15 
percent and 85 percent Black. The 14 districts which had no schools containing 95 percent or more of 
either Black or White students are: Bangor, Jackson, Kalamazoo, New Haven, South Haven, Albion, 
Cassopolis, Hamtramck, Pontiac, Baldwin, Beecher, Westwood, Buena Vista, and Covert. 

The two districts with only Black student separation fell in the middle percentage range for number 
of Black students. Those districts with only White-separated schools had lower proportions of Black 
students. 

There were eight districts containing both buildings that were predominately Black and buildings 
that were predominately White. In other words, there was a significant amount of racial separation both 
within the Black student population and within the White student population. Within these eight districts, 
there were 369,568 students, which is a significantly larger population than those districts with only 
Black or only White separation combined.

Professional Staff Racial Ethnic Data 



A state total of 94.856 professional staff members (classroom teachers, principals, assistant 
principals, consultants, supervisors, librarian, guidance personnel, and audiovisual staff) were employed 
in Michigan public schools in 1975-76. Of these, 8,793 or 9.3 percent were identified as American Indian, 
Black, Asian American, or Latino. In 1974-75. there were 98,393 professional staff people employed in 
Michigan public schools, with 9.829 or 10.0 percent identified as members of one of the four minority 
classifications. 

Table XIII shows the number and percentages of professional staff members statewide of each of 
the five racial ethnic groups for 1974-75 and 1975-76.

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Comparison of Student and Staff Minorities 



The census data for 1975-76 shows that 17.5 percent of students in the Michigan public schools 
were classified as minorities while only 9.3 percent of the staff was classified in this manner. In the 
following bar graphs this difference is depicted along with further examinations of minority staff-student 
proportions for the total of metropolitan core city districts, the total of non-metropolitan districts and 
each metropolitan area district is shown by itself. 

Figure 1 shows a broad picture for the total state and Figure 2 provides more detailed information 
for 15 metropolitan districts. 

There are two points of view from which to look at these graphs. Using the bar on the extreme left 
as a guide, the progress that has been made in hiring minority staff can be seen. Each line represents the 
percentage of minority staff compared to the percentage of minority students in the district. For instance, 
in Ann Arbor, the American Indian staff is presented at 50% of student representation. From another 
point of view, the district of Ann Arbor (in keeping with the idea of student faculty parity) may need to 
hire twice the present number of American Indian staff. 

The assumptio' implicit in the ra^'-^nale for these graphs is that a district should consider the need 
for minority representation on the facuuy only in the light of minority representation in that particular 
district. A further examination of this assumption might reveal the need for positive role models for 
minority students as a primary justification for a local parity standard in minority faculty representation. 
While there is nothing wrong and indeed this may be a step in a socially desirable direction, the literal 
interpretation of this idea might lead to a distorted picture of the larger society by the numerical majority. 
A logical, but perhaps undesirable, outcome of this assumption might lead to an all Latino faculty in a 
predominantly Latino school or an all White faculty in a school with a predominantly White student 
body. Both are distortions of the ethnic and cultural diversity of the United States. 

Perhaps parity in faculties should refiect national statistics rather than local residence patterns. 
This may promote contact and interracial understanding in areas where nf'norities are at present not 
significantly represented.

Joint Statement 
Michigan State Board of Education 
and Michigan Civil Rights Commission 



In the field of public education, Michigan's Constitution and laws guarantee every citizen the right 
to equal educational opportunities without discrimination because of race, religion, color or national 
origin. Two departments of State government share responsibility for upholding this guarantee. The 
State Board of Education has a constitutional charge to provide leadership and general supervision over 
all public education, while the Michigan Civil Rights Commission is charged with securing and 
protecting the civil right to education. 

In addition to the declaration of public policy at the State level, the United States Supreme Court, 
in the case of Brown vs Board of Education, ruled: **that in the field of public education the doctrine of 
^separate but equal' has no place. Separate educational facilities are inherently unequal.'' 

The State Board of Education and the Michigan Civil Rights Commission hold that segregation of 
students in educational programs seriously interferes with the achievement of the equal opportunity 
guarantees of this State and that segregated schools fail to provide maximum opportunity for the full 
development of human resources in a democratic society. 

The State Board of Education and the Civil Rights Commission jointly pledge themselves to the 
full use of their powers in working for the complete elimination of existing racial segregation and 
discrimination in Michigan's public schools. It shall be the declared policy of the State Board of 
Education that in programs administered, supervised, or controlled by the Department of Education, 
every effort shall be made to prevent and to eliminate segregation of children and staff on account of race 
or color. 

While recognizing that racial imbalance in Michigan schools is closely related to residential 
segregation patterns, the Board of Education and Ci^ :a Rights Commission propose that creative efforts 
by individual school districts are essential and can do much to reduce or eliminate segregation. Local 
school boards must consider the factor of racial balance along with other educational considerations in 
making decisions about selection of new school sites, expansion of present facilities, reorganization of 
school attendance districts, and the transfer of pupils from overcrowded facilities. Each of these 
situations presents an opportunity for integration* 

The Board of Education and the Civil Rights Commission emphasize also the importance of 
democratic personnel practices in achieving integration. This requires making affirmative efforts to 
attract members of minority groups. Staff integration is a necessary objective to be considered by 
administrators in recruiting, assigning and promoting personnel. Fair employment practices are not only 
required by law, they are educationally sound. 

The Board of Education and the Civil Rights Commission further urge local school districts to 
select instructional materials which encourage respect for diversity of social experience through text and 
illustrations and reflect the contributions of minority group members to our history and culture. A 
number of criteria are enumerated in ''Guidelines for the Selection of Hun:an Relations Content in 
Textbooks'' published by the Michigan Department of Education in 1965* 

The Board of Education and the Civil Rights Commission believe that data must be collected to 
show the racial composition of student bodies and personnel in all public shcools as a base line against 
which future progress can be measured* Staff members from both departments have been instructed to 
begin a survey next month* 




To implement these policies the State Board of Education has assigned staff to work cooperatively 
with the Civil Rights Commission and local school authorities for the purpose of achieving integration at 
all levels of school activity. The Michigan Civil Rights Commission also stands ready to assist local 
school boards in defining problem areas and moving affirmatively to achieve quality integrated 
education.
